He writes to 
the Romans, “I beseech you, brethren, 
through our Lord Jeaus Christ, and by 
the charity of the Hely Ghost, that I 
may be delivered from the unbelievers 
that are in Judea, and that the obla- 
tion of my service may be acceptable 
in Jerusalem to the saints” (Rom. xv. 
80). He was carrying to Jerusalem a 
sum of money that had been collected 
in several places for the relief of the 
poor persecuted Christians of the 
mother-city. There were misunder- 
standings among some as to his posi- 
tion and work, and with the greatest 
delicacy, instead of looking on himeelf 
as a benefactor, he asks prayers that 
his ministry may be acceptable. Notice 
the motives by which he appeals to 
the Romans for himself and for the 
Christians or “saints of Jerusalem.” 
They are exactly the same as those by 
which we appeal to God. “Through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and by the 
Charity of the Holy Ghost.” Yes, for
